EDMONTON is expected to be on the intinerary of the 
Royal tour of Princess Elizabeth and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, according to an announcement from Ottawa which 
said all provincial capitals would be visited. Tour will be 
the first visit of the 25-year old princess to Canada and 
the nation’s first Royal tour since the King and Queen 
were enthusiastically welcomed in 1939. 


OM DOCUMENT AVAILABLE 
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Support the Seaway 


Glamor is rising throughout the’ country 
for Canada to go ahead on its own to build 
the half-billion dollar St. Lawrence Seaway. 
Demands became increasingly vocal when a 
United States house of representatives pub« 
lic works committee killed a bill calling for 
U.S.-Canadian co-operation in building the 
project. fj 

The federal cabinet is meeting to consider 
preparation of legislation for an all-Canadian 
seaway. It is believed parliament will be 
asked to give approval at the fall session 
which meets Oct. 9. 

The seaway has been talked about and 
planned for for the past 20 years. From the 
very start, Canada favored the project, as 
did New York State. 

But pressure groups in the U.S. Congress 
have been successful in forestalling interna- 
tional co-operation. 

The seaway, utilizing some canals already 
built between the Great Lakes, would open 
up a great inland waterway leading right into 
the heart of the continent, to Fort William 
and Chicago. 

Now that Canada may go it alone, the 
experts in Ottawa say the only stumbling 
block may be in securing support of the west 
for the project. . 

Although the west will not be directly 
affected by the seaway, it will benefit ma- 
terially from cheaper transportation rates 
that would come into effect with the seaway. 
Western farmers, particularly, may receive 
a higher return for grain due to lower rates 
that the seaway would bring. In addition, 
manufactured products from the east may 
become cheaper here. 

Water transportation has always been 
cheaper than railway transit. Construction 
of the seaway, with its consequent Jower 
rates, may help to offset current iniquitous 
rail rates. 


Electricity on Farms 


Approximately 11,000 farms in Alberta 
are being supplied with central electric 
power. Projects will be completed by the end 
of the year to supply about 4,000 additional 
farms with such power, bringing the total up 
to 15,000. As there are about 89,000 farms 
in this province, slightly over 16 per cent will 
a ache with electricity by the end of 

Most of the electricity in farming areas is 
being distributed by local co-operatives which 
buy the power wholesale, mainly from Cal- 
gary Power Co. and International Utilities. 


News on Atomic Tests 


The United States has conducted at 
least four major tests of atomic weapons 
since the end of World War II. The last 
was recently concluded at Eniwetok and 
officials have cautiously revealed some 
information about the results. 

New weapons “several times’ more 
powerful than the bomb dropped during 
the war were watched by observers seven 
miles away. No information as to the 
area of destruction was released. ‘Use- 
ful information on thermo-nuclear reactions” 
was obtained but nothing was made avail- 
able as to the reactions which would follow 
the explosion of an H-bomb. 

In the experiment at Eniwetok, radio- 
guided airplanes flew through atomic 
clouds, and animals and testing devices 
were located so as to measure radio-activity. 
One conclusion was that an atomic bomb, 
exploded high in the air for greater 
blast damage, would leave no lingering 
radio-activity. 

The latest experiment involved some 
9,000 men, identified as Task Force 3, who 
had with them tanks, scores of plane with 
special equipment, thousands of mice and 
pigs and dogs, cameras and other instru- 
ments to make a record of what took place.

High-Speed Cameras Set Up To Track 
Meteors Across Sky In Northern Alberta 


Two high-speed swivel cameras, designed to track flashing 
meteors across the sky soon will start operating in northern 


Alberta. 

At Meanook and Newbrook, 
Alta., stellar physicists of the 
Dominion observatory staff from 
Ottawa will begin shooting pic- 
tures of “shooting stars.” 


Meanook is 65 miles north, and 
Newbrook 50 miles northeast of 
Edmonton. 

The men in charge of the pic- 
ture taking project are Peter 
Millman and George Brealey, both 
of the observatory in Ottawa. They 
will synchronize the two cameras 
from their posts 25 miles apart 
to shoot pictures of the same 
meteors at the same time. 


HEAVY CAMERAS 

The eight-inch ‘curved films will 
be rushed to the Massachusetts 
Institute of technology at Boston 
for development and evaluation. 
Similar films, taken by the same 
type of new stratosphere cameras

near Las Cruces, N.M. also Will be 
developed at MIT. 

The cameras, weighing 5,000 
pounds, are rated as the world’s 
fastest. They will sweep the sky 
in 52-degree strokes and photo- 
graph meteors no bigger than a 
man’s fist that bombard the stra- 
tosphere 70 miles above the earth. 


By tracking meteors’. with 
two cameras from different bas- 
es simultaneously, scientists of 
the U.S. Navy, Harvard Uni- 
versity MIT and the Dominion 
Observatory will be able to gath- 
er new data on such things as 
the density and moisture con- 
tent of the outer air. 


The information will go a long 
way toward solving the problems 
of high altitude guided missiles. 
The plans for the special photo- 
graphic study of meteors got un- 
derway in 1945, when the German 
V2 bombs brought home the im- 
portance of the upper atmosphere 
in any future war. 

Cc. S. Beals, astronomer at the 
Dominion observatory, and Mill- 
man, helped outline the specifica- 
tions of the new cameras. 

The total cost of each camera, 
built in a Connecticut plant and 
recently pictured in a _ national 
magazine, was $35,000.

FILMED 


JASPER PARK — More 
than one mile of sixteen milli- 
meter motion picture film was 
exposed in and around Jas-

CANADA TOLD FOOD SHORTAGES 
DUE 10 BIG POPULATION INCREASES 


WINNIPEG, Man.—(BUP—Food shortages in 
many countries are the result of greater increase in 
human population over livestock population and 
drought, according to Dr. G. Bohstedt of the University 


of Wisconsin. 


Bohstedt told the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Food Manufacturers’ Association that those countries 
were looking to North America for supplies of basic 


foods. 


He mentioned specifically meat, milk, eggs. 


“Because it takes feed to produce these commodi- 
ties, close co-operation between livestock producers and 
the food industry is required,’ Bohstedt said. 

“The feed available must be made to produce the 
maximum amount of animal products and every animal 
must be managed and fed for the greatest economy and 


output.” 


Survey Crew Explores 
Famed Nahanni Valley 


A Canadian army team is heading into the notorious 
“Headless Valley’ country, north of Edmonton, for the 
second time after debunking rumors it was inhabited by 
headless hunting prehistoric monsters. 


Warrant Officer L. G. McAdam 
of the Canadian army, who spent 
14 weeks in the valley and kept his 


head, is returning to the far north 
on another army survey trip. 
The valley is just inside the 


NWT, near the Yukon-Afberta 
borders, 
McAdam, a veteran of the 


army’s survey establishment here, 
is living proof that the valley of 
the South Nahanni river is not the 
terror-filled place the Indians 
and prospectors of the Northwest 
Territories say it is. 


NO MONSTERS 

During 14 weeks in the eerie 
valley which runs southwest into 
the MacKenzie river basin, Mc- 
Adam and his partners didn’t see 
a single headless body or prehis- 
toric monster. 


“The only bad moments I had 
were when I cut my foot with an 
axe and when a pack horse step- 
ped into quicksand,” he said. 

He admitted, however, that he 
and his four companions entered 
the notorious valley with some 
foreboding. They had heard the 
chilling tales of the Indians and 
prospectors. 

Since 1905, three and possibly 


four men have been murdered in 
the valley. Twelve others, includ- 
ing a woman, have become lost in 
the valley and no trace of them 
found. Indians refuse to enter the 
area. They say it is inhabited by 
prehistoric monsters and evil 
spirits. 

McAdam and his two army sur- 
vey assistants, Cpl. John Flad- 
hammer and Spr. Tom Howard, 
both of Ottawa, flew to a name- 
less lake in the valley and were 
met by two white guides. 


All the rumors about the place 
can be explained away, however, 
the warrant officer surveyor 
said, 


The murders were committed by 
robbers and gold was the motive 
each time. The Indians idea that 
the valley is populated by monsters 


‘and headless people comes from 


the fact that many large hones of 
prehistoric animals can be found 
in the area, The animals are dead, 
McAdam said. Just the bones re- 
main, 

According to RCMP records two 
prospectors, William and Frank 
McLeod, were murdered in the 
South Nahanni valley in 1905, ap- 
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parently after discovering a rich 
gold mine. 

A Martin Jorgensen was found 
murdered there in 1917 and police 
list 13 persons who have never 
returned from trips into the valley. 
Of these at least one is believed 
to have been killed. 

“Sure, the headless bodies of the 
murdered McLeod brothers were 
discovered three years ago,’”’ Mc- 
Adam said. “But no one beheaded 
them, Animals carted the heads 
away after decomposition set in, 
that’s all.” 

Part of the Indian dread of the 
place comes from the fact that an 
epidemic of virulent meningitis 
once wiped out an Indian village 
near the river. The reports that 
the McLeod’s were beheaded lends 
credence to the Indian rumor that 
head-hunters live in the valley. 

It’s a lot of bunk,” McAdam 
said. “There’s nothing fearful, 
dreadful or particularly shock- 
ing about the place. We still 
have our heads.”

REGISTRATION OF ALBERTANS FOR 
NEW OLD AGE PENSIONS BEGINS. 


Registration of an estimated 25,000 Albertans entitled to 
the new $40 monthly federal old-age security pensions next 


year is now underway. 

H. C. Gillman, who has been ap- 
pointed regional director of old 
age security, said registration 
forms for the new pensions are 
available at post offices through- 
out Alberta. 

Cief facts to remember about 
the registration are: 


Everyone of 69% not now get- 
ting pensions should register. 

Those already on old-age pen- 
gions need not register. They will 
be transferred automtaically to 
the new pension rolls. There are 
18,000 persons in this group in 
Alberta. 

It is essential that those over 
69 not now receiving pensions to 
register immediately in order that 
arrangements can be completed in 
time for cheques to be sent out 
next January. 

Addition of 25,000 pensioners to 
the 18,000 now receiving pensions 
will boost to 43,000 the total now 
on federal lists. 

Applicants must prove their age 
to» benefit from the new legisla- 
tion, and birth or baptismal cer- 
tificates, church, marriage records 
or passports are best evidence. 

Mr. Gillman explained the 70- 
and-over pensions with which ne 
is concerned have nothing to do 
with the proposed new pensions 
for the 65-69 group, details of 
which are now being worked out 
at Ottawa. -

Oil Pipe Line 
To Coast Planned 


Ten companies have joined the 
battle ‘to build an oil pipe line 
from Edmonton to Vancouver, as 
the fight for an outlet for Alberta 
.oil to the Pacific Coast grows 
more intense daily. 

Crews are surveying routes 
suitable for a pipe-line, accord- 
ing to officials of various com- 
panies who passed through Ed- 
monton this wéek. 

Final decision on the oil export 
is up to the Board of Transport 
Commissioners, who will meet in 
Ottawa September 24. 


Big three in the battle to re- 
ceive permission to build a line 
are Trans-Mountain Oil Pipe 
Line Co.; Independent Pipe 
Line Co.; and Westcoast Trans- 
mission. 


The companies are backed by 
various oil firms and Canadian 
and American capital. 

Favored route of the line would 
run from Edmonton close to ‘the 
CNR right-of-way past Edson and 
through the Yellowhead Pass. It 
would then continue down to 
Kamloops. From there it would 
leave the CN and head on its own 
directly for Chilliwack and along 
the south side of the Fraser river 
to Vancouver. 

Trans-Mountain is backed by 
the huge Bechtel Corporation, an 
American firm which has built 
pipe lines all over the world.
